(/P)—A billion dollars worth 
of American arms will begin 
moving to western Europe 
in a few weeks, now that the 
Atlantic 
treaty

have unaimously agreed on 
their grand strategy of de- 
fense.

adopted the plan at a meeting 
in the French capital yesterday. 


Johnson and Secretary of State

Johnson said he would see Ache- 
son in the next day or two. 
Whether or not he flys to Key 
West, Fla., to see President Tru- 
man will depend on Mrs. Tru- 
man's wishes, Johnson said. 


Johnson expressed satisfaction 


over the outcome of the confer- 
ence. 
"I left Paris very happy 


about the cooperation of the 11 
other governments," he told re- 
porters. 
- Lion's Share to France 


Gen. Omar Bradley, chairman 


of the joint chiefs of staff, re- 
turned from Paris with Johnson. 


France is expected to get the 


lion's share of the arms and mil- 
itary equipment which Congres:

The strategic plan presumably 


is based on the possibility that

A communique issued by the 


defense committee at the conclu- 
sion of its meeting said it ''ar- 
rived at unanimous agreement on 
and gave full approval to the fol- 
lowing action: 


"A. Strategic concepts for the 


integrated defense of the North 
Atlantic area. 


"B. Provision of a program for 


the production and supply of ar- 
maments and equipment. 


"C. Coordination, of 
planning 


between 
the 
various 
regional 


groups (of countries in the alli- 
ance). 


"D. 
The progress of defense 


planning of the North Atlantic 
treaty organization." 


While thus outlining the gen- 


eral nature of its work, the com- 
mittee gave no hints as to the 
provisions of the strategic con- 
cepts it adopted. 
Of Broad Nature 
However, it can be reported 


that these are of a broad rather 
than specific nature. 
They are 


designed to guide the regional 
groups in their detailed planning.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2— (£>)— 


Consul General Angus Ward re- 
ported today that he has arranged 
to leave Mukden in Communist 
China with his entire staff by next 
Wednesday. 


The state department said Ward 


also leported that he, the staff 
members and all dependents would 
travel by train to Tientsin, a" sea- 
port. 


Three American ships, the de- 


partment said, are due there be- 
tween Dec. 6 and 17. 


The Communists ordered Ward 


fend his staff out of the country 
after trying and convicting him 
and four staff members on charges 
of beating two Chinese employes. 
Waid and the four aides accused 
with him were jailed for several 
weeks. 


Arrangements 
on the 
actual 


withdrawal of the consul general 
and his asociates were worked 
out after Ward wrote the Com- 
munist mayor of Mukden asking 
that he be told on Saturday when 
to expect transportation facilities. 
He also asked for three days notice 
to permit time for travel pre- 
paration. 


Today Ward reported that the 


Communists had ordered that he 
and all the foreign members 'of 
the consulate staff must leave 
Mukden within the 48 hours start- 
ing 8 a. m. (China time) Monday, 
Dec. 5. 


That corresponds with 7 p. m. 


Sunday, eastern standard time. 


The deadline, threfore, is 8 


a. m. Wednesday morning, China 
time, or 7 p. m. Tuesday night 
eastern standard time.

—The post office department has 
bowed to the spirit of Christmas. 


The little green tree will be 


stamped again on letters mailed 
during the Yuletide season from 
this small Florida town with the 
holiday name. 


The postoffice department rul- 


ed earlier that the familiar stamp 
could not be used this year, but 
pleas by postmistress Juanita S. 
Tucker and Sen. Spessard L. Hol- 
land of Florida have induced high 
officals to change their mind. 


For years Miss Tucker has used 


the green tree stamp on letters 
sent here by thousands of persons 
to be mailed with the "Christmas" 
postmark.

postoffice department has ruled 
that the cachet could be used 
again this year if there is a specific 
request from each person sending 
a letter to be mailed and if there 
is no extra cost to the govern- 
ment. 


Million Loss 
In Hotel Fire 
At Sapulpa 


Some of Guests 
Fled Scantily 
Attired From Blaze 


SAPULPA, Okla., Dec. 2—(/P) 


—A rapidly spreading fire de- 
stroyed a quarter of a block of 
business buildings early today, 
among them the four-story Lor- 
raine hotel, causing an estimated 
51,000,000 loss. 


There were no known deaths 


among the 53 persons registered 
at the hotel, and only one man 
was injured. 


But fire chief Bill Collyer said 


some guests might have been 
trapped in the top floors. 


A night clerk spread the alarm 


by telephone to some rooms, sent 
a bell boy knocking at other 
doors. 
The guests, hastily dres- 


sed or in night clothes, fled from 
the smoking structure through 
exits and over rooftops. 
Some 


jumped. 


The clerk, J. C. Naphye, said 


the guest register was lost in the 
flames. 
Firemen 
said , only a 


thorough 
search 
of the 
ruins 


would determine if anyone per- 
ished. 


Debris was still burning this 


morning. • The prospect was 
it 


would be several hours before 
the ruins would cool enough to 
be searched. 


Police Chief Bill Johnson said 


at least two persons known to 
have been registered at the hotel 
had not been accounted for since 
the fire. 


He identified them as Jack 


Graves, a Sapulpa sign painter 
and 
Harold 
Gibbons, Toledo, 


Ohio. 


Johnson said neither had been 


located by hotel attaches trying 
to reconstruct from memory the 
contents of the destroyed register. 


Firemen from Bristow, 24 miles 


to the west, and from Tulsa and 
Sand Springs, 16 miles northeast, 
helped the local department all 
night in fighting the flames. 
Reaches Other Buildings 
Persons on the scene early said 


the fire apparently started in a 
coffee shop adjoining the hotel, 
then jumped'quickly to adjacent 
buildings. 
, 


One guest, H. A. Baker, 38. of 


Kansas City, suffered a broken 
leg in a leap from his third floor 
room to a mattress he tossed 
down before. 
He was the only 


other person hospitalized. 


Sapulpa fire chief Bill Collyer 


said there was a possibility a 
few guests may have been trap- 
ped on the hotel's upper floors. 
Rumors flew through the crowd 
watching the fire that 13 guests 
were unaccounted for. 


Naphye, however, said he be- 


lieved no one was left in. the 
building. 


Baker said the smoke was so 


heavy he was unable to find the 
stairs. 


"I tried to put on my clothes 


and the smoke blinded me," he 
said. "I took my suitcase, broke 
out a window and threw my mat- 
tress down to the street and 
jumped. 
''I looked back up. 
I saw a 


man on the fourth floor, smoke 
boiling up all around him. Then

Secret Papers 
Read to Jury 


Prosecution in 
Hiss Case Offers 
Them at Trial 


NEW YORK, Dec. 2—(IP)— The 


prosecution today resumed read- 
ing to a federal court jury secret 
state department papers — its 
chief documentary evidence — in 
the second Alger Hiss perjury 
trial. 


As assistant U. S. attorney Tho- 


mas P. Murphy read the classified 
papers the jurors were asked to 
compare the text with enlarge- 
ments of 47 documents Whittaker 
Chambers, chief prosecution wit- 
ness, swore he obtained from 
Hiss. 


One of them was a cable from 


Joseph C. Grew, then ambassa- 
dor to Japan, dated Feb. 12, 1938 
and sent to the secretary of state. 
It discussed political conditions in 
Japan and said the British am- 
bassador possessed evidence indi- 
cating the Japanese had occupied 
several small Chinese islands in 
the vicinity of Hong Kong. 


The documents were called the 


Baltimore papers because they 
were produced by Chambers in a 
pre-trial examination of a $75,000 
libel suit Hiss brought against 
Chambers in 
that city. 
That 


case has not yet come to trial. 


French, British 
and 
Russian 


maneuvers to win a pre-war ac- 
cord with Germany are described 
in a secret 1938 state department 
document read at the Alger Hiss 
perjury trial. 


The document was suppressed 


on the basis of national security 
at Hiss' first trial last summer. 


A high French official quoted 


in the document describes Great 
Britain 
as 
''flirting constantly 


with Germany and Italy,"

Acquitted by an 
All-Woman Jury 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 
2,—(ff)— 


An all-woman jury last night ac- 
quitted a Philadelphia man of a 
murder charge, then burst into 
tears as the judge criticized them 
for what he called "a miscarriage 
of justice." 


One of the women fainted un- 


der Joseph Sloane's tongue lash- 
ing and was carried from the jury 
box. 


The acquitted man was a 31- 


year-old bartender, James Com- 
ber, who was accused of kicking 
and beating to death prominent 
clubman Hubert E. Madden last 
March after a night-long drinking 
bout. Witnesses testified they saw 
Comber kick him. 


In his charge to the jury, the 


iudge said that "personally, I do 
not see how you can find a ver- 
dict of not guilty." 


Defense Attorney John P. Walsh 


had emphasized that Comber was 
drunk the night of the clubman's 
death. Judge Sloane told the jury 
women drunkenness could not be 
an excuse. 


After hearing their verdict, the 


judge said to the jurors: 


"Ladies of the jury ... I tremble 


at what you did—at this miscar- 
riage of justice. This case is im- 
portant in itself, but more than 
that, one of the great bulwarks 
of our country is the jury system. 
Every little blot on that system 
. . . will gather into a great dark- 
ness." 


Snyder For 
Balance to 
The Budget 


Peacetime Record 
Outlay About 
$43,500,000,000

WASHINGTON, Dec. 
2—(ff)— 


Secretary of the Treasury Snyder 
said today the government's bud- 
get should be balanced—now. 


But he made no suggestions be- 


yond reiterating a 3J/2 year old 
statement that the government 
reduce spending "in every poss- 
ible way" and "maintain adequate 
tax rates" to keep receipts and 
outlays in balance. 


Appearing before a senate-house 


subcommittee study government 
money, credit and financial poli- 
cies, Snyder cited President Tru- 
man's estimate that spending will 
run $5,500,000,000 in the red this 
fiscal year, ending next July 30. 


"It seems to me, however, that 


in times as prosperous as these 
we should have a balanced bud- 
get," he added 
in a prepared 


statement. 


'"National income today is close 


to the highest level in our history 
and, by every standard of sound 
government finance, the time to 
have a balanced budget is now." 


Federal expenditures this fis- 


cal year are expected to be $43,- 
500,000,000, a peace time record. 
Blame on Tax Cut 
He blamed a $5,000,000,000 tax 


cut voted last year by the Re- 
publician - controlled 80th Con- 
gress—over President 
Truman's 


veto—for the $1,800,000,000 deficit 
of fiscal 1949, ended last June 30. 
and the prospect of a three-times 
greater one this fiscal year. 


In a written communication to 


the committee which the latter 
published recently, the treasury 
chief had said the "generl econ- 
omic welfare" came ahead of a 
balanced budget for any one year. 


His statement today, however, 


recalled his "great satisfaction" at 
budget surpluses in fiscal 1947 — 
when he became treasury secre- 
tary—and fiscal 1948, the latter 
an unprecedented $8,400,000,000

Twenty Killed 
In Plane Crash 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Brazil, Dec. 


2—(/P)—A real (royal) airlines 
DC-3 plane crashed in a rainstorm 
at an emergency field m Sao Paulo 
state yesterday, killing 20 of the 
22 persons aboard, the line an- 
nounced today. 


A woman and her five-year-old 


daughter were the only survivors 
of the crash, which killed the 
other 16 passengers and four crew 
members, the announcement said. 


The pilot apparently was at- 


tempting to make a forced land- 
ing at Riberao Claro field near 
Sao Paulo. 250 miles southwest 
of Rio De Janeiro, instead of try- 
ing to make his destination in the 
heavy overcast. The twin-engines 
plane had been bound from Sao 
Paulo to Jacresinho, a short dis- 
tance from the scene of the crash.

All Heroes Are Not on 
The Football Field 


By Drew Pearson 


WASHINGTON—Young hero of the nation's 


capital last week was football star Leo Speros, 
who led Wilson high school to a one-point vic- 
tory in the championship high school play-off 
ior the District of Columbia. Leo, who waded 
down a snowy field to score touchdown after 
touchdown, was the toast of the capital's sports 
•world. 


Unsung and unheralded was another hero in 


the Speros family—his father. Operator of a 
restaurant, Speros senior quietly gave a job to 
the secretary of Congressman Parnell Thomas 
when she was indicted on a technical charge of 
arranging for salary kickbacks. 


Miss Helen Campbell finally decided that her 


boss, the chairman of the Un-American Activ- 
ities committee was being Un-American himself 
in requiring alleged members of his office staff 
to pay their salaries back to him, and reported 
this to the Justice Department. The Justice De- 
partment, in order to show a conspiracy, had to 
indict not only the congressman who ordered 
the kickbacks, but his secretary who carried out 
his orders. 


Out of a job, 64 years old and under indict- 


ment as a reward for her patriotism, Miss Camp- 
bell finally got employment at the Silver Fox 
restaurant, where Jim Speros, a believer in 
clean government, gave her employment. 


NOTE—Miss Campbell was later exonerated 


when the government 
dismissed all charges 


against her. Another unsung hero is Miss Camp- 
bell's attorney, John R. Fitzpatrick, who defend- 
ed her without remuneration or reward. 
Clergy and Lobbyists 
It looks as if the Real Estate Lobby had now 


succeeded in enlisting the clergymen of the na- 
tion—as their opponents. 


Hitherto, the clergy have not been particular- 


ly active one way or the other regarding the Real 
Estate Lobby. But the other day, in Chicago, 
Kendall Cady, head of the Institute of Real 
Estate Management, told his fellow realtors to 
get their clergymen to bring pressure on Con- 
gress against rent control. The insinuation was 
that the clergy could be used. 


Reactions from leading clergymen was prompt 


and unanimous—and from all religions. Typical 
reply was that of Monsignor John O'Grady of 
Washington, who said: 


"I haven't seen any minister in any city of 


this country who would be willing to join Mr. 
Cady against rent control. The clergy have the 
interest of the people at heart." 
No German Army 
While Secretary of Defense Louis Johnson 


was emphatically telling Europe that the United 
States would not rearm Germany, Field Marshal 
Montgomery, the British war hero, was quietly 
lobbying on Washington for German rearmament. 


In backstage conversations with U. S. military 


leaders, Montgomery argued that Russia has 
already organized end indoctrinated a German 
army in Prussia of 360,000 ex-enemy soldiers. 
They have orders, he said, to take over all Ger- 
many the minute the western allies pull out of 
West Germany. Therefore, he maintained that 
an opposing German army must be built up in 
the west. 


Montgomery made this argument to Chief of 


Staff Omar Bradley—among others. But Brad- 
ley, arriving in Germany, backed-up Secretary 
Johnson that Germany would not be rearmed. 


Perhaps the biggest reason for Johnson's stand 


boils down to this: West German leaders have 
made it clear they will not fight in the next war. 


They figure that in any clash between Russia 


and the United States they would have every- 
thing to gain by sitting it out. If they fought, 
Germany would be demolished again. If they 
didn't fight, they might be in a position to re- 
capture the leadership of Europe—after the war. 


In brief, the Germans will be glad to have 


American arms if we want to send them over, 
but, in any showdown, those arms will not be 
used to help us. 
Just Plain Monty 
The girls in General Bradley's office were all 


aflutter over the visit of Britain's war hevo, 
Field Marshal Viscount Sir Archibald Mont- 
gomery, but couldn't agree whether to address 
him as "Field Marshall" or "Viscount." 


Finally Mary Pitcairn, Bradley's personal sec- 


retary, put the question up to the general him- 
self. 


"What do you call Montgomery?" she asked. 
"I call him Monty," replied Bradley, laconi- 


cally. 
John L. Roars 


John L. Lewis directed almost three hours of 


oratory at Federal Conciliator Cy Ching and 
George Love, president of the Pittsburg Con- 
solidated Coal company, during their secret 
meeting at Winchester, Va. 


Most of Lewis' oratory was inspired by Love's 


objection to the "willing and able" clause in a 
new mine contract. This clause permits coal 
miners to stage a full or partial strike if Lewis 
deems they are not willing or able to work. 


Love also demanded a new method of ad- 


ministering the miners' pension - and - welfare 
fund; but all he got from Lewis was a tongue- 
lashing. 


"Nothing was lerved by you* coming down 


here," roared the mine union chief. "I know the 
banker interests who sent you. You're nothing 
but an errand boy for these financial lords who 
wish to enslave the men who toil underground. 


"Well, sir, you can go back and tell your 


masters that they might as well sign up now. 
Every day you delay, it will cost you more. 
What we are asking for now is only the be- 
ginning of a program to get for the coal miners 
their just due." 


Lewis didn't specify what the "program" 


would be; nor would he spell out his current de- 
mands, except retention of the "willing and 
able" clause and no changes in pension-and- 
welfare administration. Hitherto Lewis has dom- 
inated the spending of funds from the welfare 
fund. 


Regarding the latter issues, he thundered: 
"If you or the people who sent- you here 


think I will compromise on these matters, you 
are badly fooled."

Just Town Talk 


Major Investigations Ought to 
Be Devoid of Political Germs 


By Bruce Biossat 


The United Stales ought to find a way to con- 


duce major investigations on a level of impar- 
tiality and objectivity that will asure respec- 
ful attention to the results by all sides in a 
dispute. 


With rare exceptions, Congress is the chief in- 


vestigative body in this country. The power to 
delve into problems and controversies of all 
kinds is rightfully recognized as essential to a 
sound program ot lawmaking. 


But Congress," as we know, is seldom frto from 


partisan interests in any of its operations. Usual- 
ly when an inquiry turns out to be reasonably 
well balanced, it is because there was a balance 
of political forces on the investigating committee. 


This, however, is not something the nation can 


count upon. Too often a congressional probe de- 
generates into a wild political wrangle in which 
truth becomes lost in the shuffle. 


Frequently on the flimsiest pretext, the names 


of innocent individuals—prominent or otherwise 
—are dragged through the mud. Method of in- 
quiry so easily subject to abuse is not one calcu- 
lated to serve the country's interests when 
matters of high policy are at stake. In such issues 
.decisions probably should be taken outside the 
arena of partisan brawling. 


Great Britain and our northern neighbor, 


Canada, provide examples of how this might 
be done. In those countries, when a question of 
paramount importance arises, a royal commis- 
sion may be appointed by the executive author- 
ity. The commission is a civilian group drawn 
from all walks. 


Because these commissions are detached from 


the problems they study, because they have no 
axe to grind, their findings are received with 
the utmost regard. That does not mean their 
conclusions are above criticism, but simply that 
no one seriously questions the commission's aim 
in fastening on the real truth. 


It was such an agency in Canada which in- 


vestigated Russian spy activity shortly after 
World War II. Without fanfare, the commission 
dug exhaustively into the confused situation. 
When its findings were made public, the people 
believed guilty of espionage were indicted and 
tried—many going to prison. The names of in- 
nocent persons touched by the inquiry were 
never revealed. 


Contrast that performance with the irrespon- 


sible smearing and the patently political jousting 
of the House Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee in recent years. Its achievements have been 
relatively minor, but the damage it has done to 
innocent citizens has been great. 


The United States almost inevitably would 


have had a much clearer picture of Soviet 
espionage and subversive doings in this coun- 
try had a civilian commission done the job. 


The same approach might wisely be tried now 


in the bitter dispute between the Navy and Air 
Force over their respective roles in defense. 


Congressional committees have largely dis- 


qualified themselves for an objective study of the 
controversy, because too many of the law- 
makers involved have well-advertised prejudices" 
in favor of one or the other service. 


There would be no better time to gauge the 


worth of the independent investigating com- 
mission than in this quarrel that is doing so 
much to weaken the prestige and morale of our 
armed forces.

The Doctor Says— 


Adolescence in Girls Should be 
Treated in Malter-of-Fact Way

About one and a half million 


girls in the United States reach 
the age of 13 every year. Some- 
where around this age the figure 
begins to change and the men- 
strual periods start. 


These changes are properly ac- 


cepted as a step towards maturity 
by most girls and by their par- 
ents. 
It is important, however, 


that before they take place, girls 
should know what to expect and 
should have an understanding of 
what these changes mean. If this 
is not the case, an unexpected 
event may cause some emotional 
distress. 


A short time earlier, therefore, 


girls should be informed, prefer- 
ably by their mothers, of exactly 
what to expect and what it means. 
This should be done in a com- 
pletely matter-of-fact way. A girl 
should be told that she is the 
only one of more than a million 
of her age who are having the 
same experience each year. 


Emotional Upsets' 
After adolescence begins and 


usually for two or three years 
afterwards, 
girls 
are normally 


somewhat more nervous and less 
consistent in their behavior than 
they were before or will be later. 
They often cry more easily, be- 
come unreasonable in their ac- 
tions with others and often fly 
off the handle at members of their 


family for no apparent reason. 
The youngsters themselves ought 
to be made to realize this and to 
control themselves as much as 
possible. It is not fair to others 
to behave unreasonably no mat- 
ter what the excuse. 


Parents, however, should also 


understand that these things do 
happen and they should not worry 
about the 
seeming personality 


change 
which 
often 
develops. 


When unreasonable behavior on 
the part of adolescent girls does 
break out, parents are well ad- 
vised to ignore the outburst alto- 
gether, take it calmly and yet con- 
tinue to be firm about those things 
which really matter.

It doesn't do any good, apparently) to tell such 


people that their beliefs are silly. It Would take a 
lot of arguing to convince them that there are no 
occult forces ready to pounce upon them if they 
happen to do any of the hundred or more things 
that tradition says are dangerous. 


Because they are a form of idoltary, super- 


stitious beliefs or observances are expressly for- 


* bidden by the Christian, commandments. People 
who consult the stars before they make a serious 
decision are actually refuting belief in a true God. 
When they cling to foolish notions about black 
cats, umbrellas, ladders or mirrors they implicitly 
reject the reality of God's providence which 
watches unceasingly over them. 


Men and women who cultivate God, who seek 


to know and practice the truths of religioh, have 
no room in their lives for superstition. -If they are 
faced with a serious crisis, they turn to God in 
prayer rather than to a crystal-gazing seer or a 
star-reader. Only the ignorant or morally defi- 
cient still believe that Friday is an unlucky day 
for starting new work or that some people pos- 
sess "the evil eye." 


The word superstition is derived from sup- 


ersto, a Latin word which implies religious fear. 
Fear is the basis of most superstitious beliefs. In 
its most serious manifestations, superstition has led 
to acts of great cruelty against persons suspected 
of witchcraft or other supernatural powers. 


Except in some primitive societies, super- 


stition no longer finds outlet in the wanton and 
cruel excesses so prevalent in the Middle Ages. It 
remains, however, even in its mildest forms, a sin 
against the virtue of religion. It can be a grevious 
dishonor against God, depending upon its degree.

Of Pi-ophets And Preachers 


N By William E. Gilroy, D. D. 


Into a city there came a man 


to be the minister of a particular 
congl-egation. 
Members of 
thii= 


congregation held a doctrine not 
commonly held by Christians in 
general, and referring to this the 
new minister said, apparently not 
considering that there was any- 
thing reprehensible in the re- 
mark, "I'll give it to them and 
I'll give it to them strong." 


The man may have been in 


other respects a good and well 
intentioned minister, but in this 
he 
showed the 
unquestionable 


mark of a false prophet. 
The're 


was 'no evidence that so far as 
he was concerned he believed at 
all strongly 
in that 
particular 


doctrine. In fact the implication 
was that he did not, but was 
speaking out of the voice of ex- 
pediency 
and worldly wisdonii 


When a minister 
sets 
out to 


please his people primarily and 
to say what they want him to 
say, rather than above all things 
to declare the truth of God that 
in his heart of hearts he knows 
he ought to declare, he has taken 
at least the first step toward 
becoming a false prophet. 


There is a story of a promin- 


ent church member, in a iront 
pew, 
who interrupted his minis- 


ter as he preached, to protasi, 
"It's not food you're giving us." 
The minister turned on him, as 
he replied, "7o, it's not food, 
brother, but it's medicine, and 
you need it." 


Now, 
of course, only a compe- 


tent physician has a right to de- 
cide when a patient needs medi- 
cine instead of food; and profes- 
sed physicians of the soul may 


be as incompetent and Subject to 
error as physicians of thfe body. 
Nevertheless there is point to 
that story. 


The prophets of ancient Israel 


had to utter truth that was not 
only unpalatable to those who 
heard them, but who so angrily 
resented the prophets' words that 
they inflicted the most horrible 
forms of persecution upon them, 
as in the case of Jereiniah. 


There is, of course, the type of 


false prophet who seems to take 
a delight in uttering preverse 
things. 
I knew one such who 


never seemed to be happy unless 
he was insulting somebody. The 
true prohhet, in contrast, has a 
deep sense of restraint and re- 
sponsibility. The man who would 
speak for God must consider his 
words. Love for those to whom 
he speaks is as essential as his 
disregard 
of 
their 
judgments 


when he speaks with conviction. 


Deep in the Hebrew prophet, 


besides his faithfulness to God, 
was his intense love of his people 
and nation. 
When he saw kings 


ruling unwisely and the people 
plunging toward disaster, it was 
with pain rather than pleasure 
that he sounded his warning. His 
was the true patriotism in con- 
trast with the false patriotism ot 
those who had 
only honeyed 


words and boasting. 


There are many today having 


the same spirit as did Jeremiah 
when he wrote (Jeremiah 8-11), 
"Peace, peace, when there is no 
peace." 


The true prophet, religious, po- 


litical, and social, is concerned 
with realities, not 
appearances, 


and with healing the nation's ills, 
not slightly, but effectually.

to Pavle Yelissiyev, secretary of 
the Soviet embassy in Belgrade.

Bosnia, one of Yugoslav's six fed- 
erated states ana passing it on 
to Russia through the embassy. 
Sarajevo is Bosnia's capital.

sentenced the celery farm worker 
to die next March 27 in the Mich- 
igan City, Ind., state prison. 


Click's wife was in the court 


room. 
Click smiled and seemed 


relieved. He drank a cup of cof- 
fee iii his cell and went to sleep 
immediately. 


Click also is under indictment 


in two other sex murders, those of 
Miss Anna Kuzeff and Miss Wil- 
helma Haaga, and had 
already 


been sentenced to life imprison- 
ment in the kidnap-rape of a 19- 
year-old Fort Wayne housewife. 


The state said Click admitted

Hymn of 
The Month 


The 
National Federation' of 


Music Clubs announces, ('O Corne 
All Ye Faithful" as the hymn for 
the month of December to be used 
in church services and organiza- 
tions in Sedalia. 


The source of this hymn is 


anonymous and is probably a 
hymn of the seventheenth or eigh- 
teenth century, composed in Latin 
by a French or a German author. 


Rev. 
Frederick 
Oakeley, the 


youngest son of Sir Charles Oake- 
ley, at one time governor of Mad- 
ras, is the translator of the hymn. 
He was educated at Christ church, 
Oxford. In 1832 he resigned all his 
appointments in the Church of 
England and was received into the 
communion of the Roman Catholic 
church. He died January 29, 1880. 


The origin of this great hymn is 


obscure. It is known that it was 
sung as early as 1797. Oakeley's 
translation is the most popular. 
This is a great Christian hymn 
because it deals with -the center 
of the Christian message—the in- 
carnation. Here this incarnation is 
not primarily the subject of theo- 
logical argument but a theme to 
be sung in glorious triumph. It is 
one of the most popular Christmas 
hymns. Its imagery is dignified, 
yet jubilant, calling upon the 
choirs of angels to echo their 
praises through the high arches 
of heaven. 


Few tunes have gained such 


u n i v e r s a l popularity as has 
"Adeste Fideles" and few have 
given such slender reward to 
seekers after definite authorship. 
It was found in manuscript long 
before it appeared in print and is 
known to have had wide use 
among Roman Catholics early in 
the eighteenth century, especiallj 
in the private chapels of the great 
families. It was the custom of 
these families to encourage priests 
with musical ability to copy out 
and carry to ther chapels suitable 
music for use in the various ser- 
vices. 


"Adeste Fideles" belongs, first 


of all, by long association to" the 
Christmas hymn in Latin, the first 
two words of which are used for 
the name of the tune, and to this 
same hymn in English translation. 
By second choice, it belongs to 
"How 
Firm a Foundation," and it 


is much to be deplored that these 
two sacred associations of the tune 
should be weakened by its use 
with too many other hymns of 
widely different content. 


This hymn will be used at the 


December meeting of the Helen G. 
Steele Music club, a member of 
the National Federation of Music 
clubs.

America'* 30-Year War Against Communism: 5

Labor is U. S. Communism's 
Biggest Battle ground

There is no more clearly-de- 


fined front in the conflict be- 
tween left and right today than 
in the field of American labor, 
The CIO particularly knows it is 
in a fight, with no fewer than 10 
unions doing their level damned- 
est to retain Reel-influenced lead- 
ership. 


This is no new struggle. Like 


every other aspect of the Com- 
munist war, it dates back to the 
earliest times of the movement 
in this country; specifically, to 
the days before World War I. 
Then Nicolai Lenin 
and Leon 


Trotsky were in America, primar- 
ily as political refugees, second- 
arily as explorers of another land 
possibly ripe for Marxism reform. 


They believed that to rule the 


workingman was: to rule the na- 
tion. 
This was the essence of 


what was then called Bolshevism. 
When the Russian revolution had 
eliminated the czar, the American 
Communist party immediately set 
about to seek the destruction of 
American labor, by disintegrating 
the AFL. 


Samuel 
Gompsrs, AFL head, 


was so alarmed at the wave of 
strikes—notably against Big Steel 
and the 12-hour day, and in the 
case of the Boston police who 
created a reign cf terror by their 
strike for higher pay — that he 
hurried home from Paris, where 
he had been advising President 
Wilson at the peiace conference. 


Wilson's returr found labor so 


rebellious that he called a con- 
ference of management an'd union 
leaders. 
Labor's demands were 


made by Gompers: The 8-hour 
day, right to organize, collective 
bargaining, free speech 
and a 


minimum, wage. U. S. Steel teed 
off in a flat refusal to bargain; 
the Gompers forces walked out. 


The Commies \\ere made happy 


by this. A million, or one-fourth 
of membership, quit organized 
labor. 
The Communists quickly 


organized unions to gobble up as 
many of these renegades as pos- 
sible. 


The AFL first tried to get rid 


of the Communists who sneaked 
in in 1919 and 1920 when, in 1926, 
it formed a committee for the 
preservation of trade unionism. 
Some of the Reds in such craft 
unions as the pointers and the 
miners were drivsn out. But no 
headway could be made among 
the fur, needlework, 
shoe and 


leather unions. 


In that very year Ben Gold, 


who admittedly was and admit- 
tedly still is a Communist, led 
a bloody strike by his United Fur 
Workers. 
Goon squads 
swept 


through the Ne\v York fur dis- 
trict, breaking uj> more than 50 
contract shops, bribing police who 
half-heartedly tried to curb them, 
and operating a torture chamber 
called "the Butcher Shop." Gold, 
incidentally, is s;ill boss of the 
furriers. 


Other great strikes of the pe- 


riod were those of the coat ma- 
kers, estimated to have cost $35,- 
000,000 
exclusive 
of the 
split 


skulls and at Passaic, N. J., where 
the Botany Mills were closed for 
more than a year. 


After the crash in 1929, Com- 


munism gained some stature and 
was able to wor< more openly 
at organizing lab jr. Opposition 
to the leftists within union ranks, 
sapped by the depression's ghast- 
ly unemployment, virtually col- 
lapsed. Observers generally agree 
that for the 15 years between 
1929 and the last months of the 
war, Communists had almost a 
free hand. 


Communists 
su oported 
Lewis 


when he led the United Mine 
Workers out to form the CIO at 
the tumultuous AFL convention 
of.1935. They quickly moved in- 
to the American Newspaper Guild 
formed the year before, and when 
the new union aff'liated with the 
CIO the job was made easier. By 
1940 pinks dominated the Guild, 
with most of the support coming 
from the New York locals. 


The Communists considered the 


Guild the key to the American 


ternationals that supported Henry 
Wallace for President. 


These represented a member- 


ship of 1,200,000 or about one- 
fifth of the CIO's total. 
Only a 


fraction of one per cent of this 
number could be counted as ac- 
tual Communists. But at its 1949 
National 
Convention, the 
CIO 


moved decisively to kick them all 
out and start over fresh with a 
clean anti-Communist slate. 


The Electrical Workers big- 


gest of the left-wing unions 
was expelled outright and its pre- 
sident Albert Fitzgerald kicked 
off the CIO executive committee. 
So was the 
Farm Equipment 


Workers, which had previously 
been ordered to merge with the 
Auto Workers and had refused. 
A new, non-Commie union of In- 
ternational 
Klectrical 
Workers 


was chartered.

This wholesale purge of the 


American labor movement is in 
line with CIO President Philip 
Murray's frequently stated belief 
that Communism has no real pro- 
gram for American labor. Its sole 
purpose is to promote the foreign 
policies of Soviet Russia by gain- 
ing control of unions, spreading 
dissension, creating chaos. 


This is the program which real 


American workingmen and wo- 
men have finally been awakened 
to reject as opposed to their own 
best interests.

An unusual noise, said by some 
to sound like a roaring one, while 
others described it as a blasting 
sound, was attributed to an ex- 
plosion in the basement of a new 
five room house being constructed 
by Dr. Karl B. Gonser on«"the 
south side of West Broadway near 
Warren 
avenue. It 
was 
lotid 


enough to awaken many Sedalians 
at 12:45 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing. 


Cause of the blast remained a 


mystery until later in the morn- 
ing. A carpenter 
reporting for 


work noticed a small section of 
the basement floor at the Gonser 
home torn out. The upper sub- 
flooring was splintered, a base- 
ment screen blown out and a 
handle broken from a shovel, and 
other indications that an explosion 
had taken place. 


The carpenter reported his dis- 


covery to Dr. Gonser who noti- 
fied the police at 9:45 o'clock 
Thursday morning. Police officers 
made an investigation but noth- 
ing could be found that might 
reveal the" type" of explosives 
used. 


For the past year Dr. Gonser 


with the help of carpenters has 
been building the house on Broad- 
way. 


Whatever the cause of the blast 


it was sufficient to awaken many 
Sedalia in all parts of town. Be- 
cause of previous bomb explos- 
ions, and an M. K. T. locomotive 
boiler blowing up, quite a few 
citizens got out of bed, dressed 
and went hunting "to see the 
damage" 


The police station and the morn- 


ing Capital office received tele- 
phone calls. Visitors, too, wanting 
to know about the explosion. One 
man on Park avenue drove out to 
Gasoline Alley thinking gasoline 
tanks had blown up. Another 
drove south to Cole Camp on the 
supposition a Rock Island locomo- 
tive boiler might have exploded. 
Others spent early morning hours 
driving around Sedalia streets and 
the outskirts. Speculation about 
the mystery blast even reached 
the point that it might have been 
caused by an exploding meteor 
over Sedalia. 


The last sleep-disturbing bomb 


blast occurred at St. Francis hotel 
in July. The same night a truck 
was blown up in north Sedalia. 
Some years ago there was a bomb 
blast back of the Fox theatre. In 
between the bombings came the 
locomotive boiler explosion.

John L. Lewis' decision to rein- 
state the three-day work-week in 
the nation's coal mines was receiv- 
ed by President Truman today 
calmly and without surprise. 


The president, it developed,

Mine Workers would not allow a 
full-scale strike to continue indef- 
initely, and force him to invoke 
emergency provisions of the Taft- 
Hartley act. 


At the same time, there was no 


official comment from the presi- 
dent's vacation retreat at this 
Naval Submarine base. 


That Mr. Truman had anticipat- 


ed Lewis would order the miners 
back to the pits Monday was indi- 
cated earlier in the day by the 
calmness with which Presidential 
Press Secretary Charles G. Ross 
talked with reporters about the 
nation-wide walkout which start- 
ed at midnight. 


Ross said at the time that Mr. 


Truman was watching develop- 
ments with interest. 
"Not An Emergency" 
When reporters pressed him as 


to when the president might re- 
gard the strike as sufficiently pro- 
.onged to require his intervention, 
Ross would only say: 


"It is not an emergency today, 


nor will it be tomorrow." 


Later, it was established that 


President Truman knew last night 
that the UMW chief would call off 
the strike. 


He learned it from Presidential 


Assistant John R. Steeknan, who 
las been working through Cyrus 
Ching, Federal Mediation Direc- 
;or and others, for such a solution 
;o the crisis. 


This strategy was determined 


upon before Mr. Truman 
left 


Washington, for a three-week va- 
cation here. 


Ross had been non-committal 


about the strike from the begin-

—John L. Lewis today put 
the nation's coal miners back 
on a three-day work week. 


The mine union chief act- 


ad as virtually all of the na- 
tion's 400,000 soft coal min- 
ers stayed away from the 
pits following the end of a 
three-week truce last mid- 
night. 


Lewis told 80,000 hard coal mi- 


ners as well as the bituminous 
diggers to return to wprk Mon- 
day, Tuesday and Wednesday of 
each week, starting next Monday 
until contracts are signed with 
individual coal companies. 


His announcement meant that 


the strike which began at mid- 
night was partially called off less 
than 11 hours later although the 
soft coal miners won't actually 
return to work until Monday. 


It also meant that Lewis was 


abandoning his drive for nation- 
wide contracts in favor of agree- 
ments with individual companies. 
To Work Part Time 
And it meant that the men who 


dig the coal will work part time, 
at least, during the Christmas 
season. Some grumbling had been 
reported from the ranks at the 
prospect of idleness with the holi- 
days coming on. 


Anthracite miners, mostly in 


eastern Pennsylvania, have been 
back at work since mid-Septem- 
ber. 
Soft coal miners have wor- 


ked only three weeks since Sept 
19th. 


Today's 
back-to-work 
order 


was issued at a thrice postponed 
meeting of the United Mine Wor- 
kers' 200-member policy 
com- 


mittee. 
Not Intervene at Once 
The action came after presiden- 


tial press secretary Charles G. 
Ross said at Key West, Fla., that 
President Truman would not in- 
tervene in the coal dispute for 
at least 48 hours. 


The strike was still on at the 


time of Ross' statement. 


One question arising immedi- 


ately was how the union will 
maintain its welfare fund, from 
which pensions and other bene- 
tits are paid to miners, on the 
basis of hundreds of separate con- 
tracts with various mining firms. 


Only maintenance men reported 


at the soft coal mines today al- 
though they were presumed to 
have been called out with others.

Three-Day 
Week to 
Miners 


(Continued Prom Page 1-) 


delegates to that convention in 
Cincinnati. 
Extended Old Agreement 
Last July 1, Lewis scrapped his 


"no-contract, no-work" policy by 
putting the three-day work week 
into operation and extended the 
old agreement 


On September 19 the miners 


walked 
out saying they 
were 


starting a "no-day work week." 
Lewis authorized anthracite mi- 
ners, chiefly in eastern Pennsyl- 
vania, and soft coal miners west 
of the Mississippi, to return to 
work but the 380,000 other soft 
coal miners stayed on strike un- 
til Lewis and his policy commit- 
teee' called a truce November 9 


Lewis' strategy is in the form 


of a compromise because it keeps 
the coal miners at work before 
Christmas, reducing the threat of 
a revolt among the coal diggers 
who have been reported in seve- 
ral states to be grumbling about 
meager earnings this year. 


Lewis also staved off govern- 


ment intervention, which he has 
professed:--to dislike, because as 
long as 'the mines can produce 
coal for three days each week the 
chance of creating an emergency 
is remote. 


At Key West, Fla., earlier, the 


White House press secretary Cha- 
rles Ross made it clear that the 
President was not viewing the 
situation as an emergency at least 
today or tomorrow. 


With the miners going back to 


work on Monday, Mr. Truman 
will not have to invoke the Taft-
